THE NUMBER of Southend resi¬ 
dents killed by air pollution every 
year eould be even higher than pre¬ 
viously thought, the British Heart 
Foundation (BHF) has warned. 

Deadly eompounds found in 
Southend’s air - already linked to 
heart attaeks, respiratory illness and 
eot deaths - have now been eon- 
neeted to strokes. 

Seientists at the University of 
Edinburgh have found people 
exposed to toxie PM2.5 partieles, 
spread by ear exhaust fumes, are at 
inereased risk of “hospitalisation or 
death from stroke”. 

Government body Publie Health 


England already attributes 5.3 per 
eent of adult deaths in Southend to 
PM2.5 exposure. The new finding 
eould push the figure even higher. 

BHF said an average of 128 
Southend residents die from strokes 
every year. 

Southend Couneil does not moni¬ 
tor for PM2.5s but does monitor 
Nitrogen Dioxide (N02). The two 
types of pollution are usually 
found together as they are 
both eaused by ears. 

Both are potentially 
deadly to humans. 

N02 levels at a 
monitoring station on 
Prinee Avenue were 
more than 30 per eent 
higher than the EU 
legal limit last year.

Our race for life in 
grandad’s memory 

Emily’s family steps out for hospice

A STUDENT has persuaded 
four other family members to 
join her in a run to help the hos¬ 
pice that cared for her sick 
grandad. 

Colin Orbell, who was 76, 
died peacefully in Fan- 
Havens Hospice last 
month after three years 
of help at various stages 
of his illness.

With the Christian season 
of Easter upon us and a 
General Election fast 
approaching, Essex’s senior 
cleric, the Right Revd 
Stephen Cottrell - Bishop of 
Chelmsford - offers a refreshingly 
frank and fulsome view of where the Church fits into 
our lives today, bashing the traditional pillars of 
society in Marxism, Mrs T and capitalism. He also 
tells YA news editor STEVE NEALE in a 60-minute 
interview where the politicians have gone wrong . . . 



Tell me about a change you have 
noticed most recently as Bishop, 
and how you are dealing with 
that? 

You will meet lots of people who say, 
T’m not religious but I am spiritual.’ In 
fact you could say it’s quite hard to find 
an atheist today. Most people are not 
atheists, but at the same time most peo¬ 
ple are not members of traditional reli¬ 
gious communities either. That’s the 
challenge for the church at Easter. 

How are you addressing that? 

We have run training on how our 
churches can better connect with their 
local community. There were 19 events 
and over 4,000 people in Essex attend¬ 
ed. 

Any successes? 

One of the best stories of the past year 
is at St Paul's Church in Braintree. This 
church had a new Vicar and she came to 
the training with her church council. St 
Paul’s decided to put on a service called 
‘Messy church’ - informal for families 
who are maybe not used to church. On 
the day 268 children came. It is an 
astonishing response. In fact, they are 
overwhelmed. But this isn’t just a ser¬ 
vice for children. With adults the total 
number is closer to 500. 

Why did it happen? 

The honest answer is I don’t know. But 
I interpret it as a sign. A sign of the 
hunger in our culture for GoJ for val¬ 


ues, for meaning in life. Because actu¬ 
ally we live in a world where there is a 
lot of uncertainty. There is an election 
coming up; but there is also not that 
much excitement around about what 
the different parties are offering. We 
seem to have ended up with a politics 
where what is being offered is very sim¬ 
ilar, rather like two bald men fighting 
over a comb. 

How do you feel about that? 

Although I despair at the cynicism 
about politics I do believe that most 


people still want to live in a society 
where there is hope, justice and oppor¬ 
tunity for all people. 

Was Braintree was an example? 

Ordinary people are saying this: ‘What 
values do I want my children to be 
brought up with? What sort of world do 
I want by children to inhabit? How am 
I going to set the compass for my life?’ 
And suddenly in Braintree the church 
says, ‘We can offer you a different 
vision about what it is to be human, a 
different vision about what it is to be a 


community.’ And suddenly hundreds of 
people respond. I take this as a sign that 
when we as a church get it right then 
people respond. The human heart has a 
longing for God. 

You say people are looking for more 
spirituality in their lives, i^y do you 
belive this is happening? 

I t hink we find ourselves at a point in 
history where a lot of the certainties in 
which we have put trust and faith in 
have broken down. I grew up in a world 
where the state provided for me. So, for 


instance, if there was snow on my front 
path I thought it was the job of the 
council to clear it up. I expected that to 
happen. It was the birth of the welfare 
state. It was a wonderful vision. That we 
live in a state and that we are cared for. 
And I think that without realising it I 
grew up thinking that the state should 
do these things. So yeah, there’s snow 
on the path. It’s the state’s responsibili¬ 
ty to clear it up. With the election of 
Margaret Thatcher in 1979 quite a rev¬ 
olution happened in this country. Now 
we are told that we are too reliant on the 
state. If there is snow on your path then 
you must clear it up or hopefrilly earn 
enough money to pay someone to do it 
for you. Or at least be able to buy a 
decent shovel; but you shouldn’t expect 
the state to do it for you. But then with 
the banking crisis of a few years ago we 
find the same distrust of the state now 
affecting our trust in the market. And I 
think actually our trust in the market 
has gone. And we start seeing that 
Thatcher's vision ‘that if we have a suc¬ 
cessful market it will trickle down and 
we'll all benefit’ may not be right either: 
Well, but does anyone really believe 
that? 

So the big political systems have 
failed? 

Nothing has worked out like we were 
told. I’m not saying, ‘therefore the mar¬ 
ket is evil’. I'm just saying it hasn’t 
worked out like we were told. We were 
told the state would provide; it didn’t 
provide. We were told the market would

provide; it didn’t provide. 
People need a different 
vision, and one of the think 
I'm experiencing is that, in 
that sense of uncertainty, 
people are more open to a 
new narrative; and the 
church offers that.

As the election campaign 
gets underway the church is 
saying this quite loudly. How 
can our vote best serve the 
common good? So when we 
place our vote, we shouldn’t 
be saying, ‘What will be best 
for me?’, but ‘What is best 
for us?’. We should be ask¬ 
ing, ‘What sort of world do 
we want to live in?’. Do we 
want to live in a world where 
there's community and 
neighbourliness or not? And 
if we do then we’ve all got to 
work at these things, and 
support our politicians what¬ 
ever their stripe So on the 
one hand the death of these 
big, big narratives which 
have shaped the last 100-150 
years: the big state narrative 
reaching its epitome with 
Marxism. The big market 
narrative, I suppose the USA 


is the shining example of 
that; none of us really 
believe in those things any 
more. None of us really 
think they can deliver. And 
so in the vacuum that’s left, 
people are interested in any¬ 
one that's got something to 
say that's a bit different. And 
that's where the church 
comes in. We’re not politi¬ 
cians but we do have a narra¬ 
tive. People are more inter¬ 
ested in what we have to say. 

What do people care 
about most? 

I genuinely t hink most peo¬ 
ple care most about their 
family. They care about their 
place. The physical place 
they live. They care about 
their community. These are 
the things people really care 
about. And I t hink our politi¬ 
cians have ignored family. 
They've ignored place. 
They've ignored community. 
These are the things the 
church is deeply invested in. 

You said the church is 
speaking about commu¬ 
nity? 

The bishops issued a letter a 
few weeks ago to the church¬ 
es. It was saying when you 
vote you need to bear some¬ 
thing in mind. It was encour¬ 


aging people to think about 
the common good. It’s 
called, ‘Who is my 
Neighbour?’. When you 
vote, think about your neigh¬ 
bour. Some people accused 
us of being party political. 
Actually the leaflet makes it 
clear that we are not support¬ 
ing any one party. If we’re 
critical, of course the party 
in power feels it the most. 
When the Labour party was 
in power, we also said things. 

What else is wrong with 
our political system? 

Sadly, often our political 
discourse lacks any subtle¬ 
ty. Take the renewal of 
Trident. It’s costing mil-

lions of pounds. But it is 
very hard to have a sensible 
conversation about it. But 
there are senior people in 
the military who are saying, 
if there is several billion 
pounds available I think it 
would be better to spend it 
on proper body armour, 
better vehicles and an 
increased capacity for 
counter intelligence. 

Is Trident not an 
important part of 
defence? 

A Trident submarine could 
be an act of English vanity 
that we want to be seen as 
the big boy at the nuclear 
table along with America. If 
a determined terrorist gets 
on the Central Line with a 
bomb in his backpack, a 
nuclear missile isn't going 
to help us. 

Whafs the plan for next 
year in Essex? 

The overall message is the 
church in Essex and East 
London is in good heart. 
We are optimistic about the 
future and we are discover¬ 
ing that people are interest¬ 
ed in discovering what we 
are about. Part of this arises 
out of the sadness and 
uncertainty in our world 


today. The message from 
the church is that you can't 
be a human being on your 
own. Human beings only 
flourish in community. The 
most basic community is 
the family. But it’s not just 
the family, it's your neigh¬ 
bour, it’s your colleagues at 
work. If you think you can 
flourish on your own, 
you’re actually in for a 
rather lonely miserable life. 
Human flourishing is 
bound up with each other. 

So why has the church 
lost so many follow¬ 
ers? 

We have over 600 churches. 
Go back 30 or 40 years and 
in every village in Essex 
there was a church, a pub, a 
post office and often a little 
village shop. Everybody 
thought it would be the 
church that would be the 
first to go. The church 
thought so as well! We were 
in decline. We were on the 
back foot. But now you go 
to a village and there’s no 
post office, no shop, often 
no pub, but the church is 
still there. We bucked the 
trend. We have a presence 
pretty much everywhere 
and we’re opening new 
churches.

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AN AMBULANCE service has 
marked 50 years of lifesaving. 

The London Ambulance 
Service celebrated its 50th 
anniversary on Wednesday with 
old and new paramedics and 
vehicles re-uniting. 

Differences in lifesaving were 
shared between staff, with 1960s’ 
workers remembering how 
ambulance drivers took people 
straight to hospital unlike today’s 
workers who diagnose and treat 
patients at the scene of incidents. 

Chief executive, Dr Fionna 
Moore, said: “Back in the old 
days we used to ‘scoop and run’ 
patients straight to Response 
teams in hospital. There was just 
a stretcher, a splint and breathing 
apparatus in the back of an 
ambulance and staff had eight 
weeks training. 

“In contrast, today, we have a 
wide range of frontline staff,

RSPCA; Back winner 
with a rescue horse

A CHARITY has launched an 
appeal for homes for horses, 
ponies and donkeys after the 
number of animals in its care 
increased to 600. 

The RSPCA is looking for 
residents to help after being 
forced to rescue hundreds of 
neglected animals. 


In the last three years the 
RSPCA received 1,157 calls in 
London and 892 calls in Essex 
over abandoned and abused 
horses. 

Claudia Corner, RSPCA 
equine rehoming officer, said; 
“We have so many beautiful 
horses and ponies in our care 
who’ve had a bad start in life 
and really deserve the care of a 
great owner. 


“We have rehomed horses 
who have gone on to win at 
shows like Equifest, so it shows 
that you really can be a winner 
if you take on a rescue horse. 

“There is such a variety avail¬ 
able, whether you’re looking 
for a young or old horse, a com¬ 
panion or one who can be 
worked. Many of our horses 
have suffered terribly so please 
do think about taking on a res¬ 


cue horse and giving them the 
second chance they deserve.” 

The RSPCA claims it is at 
capacity with the numbers of 
horses in its care and desperate¬ 
ly needs to find homes for them 
to free up space to take in more 
neglected and abused animals. 

The average boarding cost is 
£15 per day per horse. 

The charity estimates that 
4,500 horses are still at risk

“Our paramedics carry up to 
30 different drugs and make life 
and death decisions about the 
most appropriate place to take a 
patient for treatment. Our ambu¬ 
lances are now kitted out with 
defibrillators to restart patients’ 
hearts and ECG machines to 
detect heart attacks.”

dealt with one million emer¬ 
gency calls back in 1965, while 
last year London handled 1.7mil- 
lion calls alone. 

Peter Hayman, 74, who worked 
for the Service from 1965 to 
1994, said: “I remember we 
introduced an inflatable splint 
which we thought was revolu¬ 
tionary because all we really had 
back then was a satchel of ban¬ 
dages and dressings but it’s noth¬ 
ing compared to the kit they have 
on an ambulance today.” 

On April 1, 1965, nine ambu¬ 
lance services merged to create 
London Ambulance Service. 

Although the service is only 50 
years old, there have been ambu¬ 
lances working in the capital for 
well over 100 years. 

In 1965 the service had 2,500 
staff, with just six per cent 
women, compared to 4,500 now 
(44 per cent women).

Councils which breach EU limits can 
be forced to pay fines, meaning the 
taxpayers who suffer as a result of 
the pollution are made to pay for the 
council’s failure to protect them from 
it. 

Another monitoring station on 
Victoria Avenue was higher than the 
legal limit, while a station on 
London Road hit the legal limit last 
year.

ALMOST a thousand life¬ 
saving defibrillators have 
been handed to venues in the 
east of England in the past 
three months. 

The £800,000 project was 
launched in January and the 
delivery of the devices was 
completed ahead of schedule. 

Defibrillators have been 
handed to village halls, shops. 


sports clubs, pubs, tourist 
attractions, schools, hotels, 
and libraries by East of 
England Ambulance Service 
NHS Trust (EEAST) - 195 in 
Essex, 263 in Norfolk, 180 in 
Suffolk, 175 in Cambridge¬ 
shire, 94 in Hertfordshire and 
93 in Bedfordshire. 

Trust CEO Anthony Marsh, 
said: “Ambulance staff aim to 
arrive at the scene of a cardiac 
arrest within minutes of the 
999 call. However, every sec¬ 
ond counts and having a 


defibrillator on scene can 
make the difference between 
life or death. 

“This project will undoubt¬ 
edly save lives over the com¬ 
ing months and years." 

A defibrillator can make a 
crucial difference in the first 
two or three minutes before 
an ambulance crew or com¬ 
munity first responder reach¬ 
es a patient who isn’t breath¬ 
ing and whose heart has 
stopped. 

Work will continue over the 


coming weeks to train first 
aiders and staff to use the 
defibrillators at locations that 
have received one. 

The trust launched Their 
Life, Your Hands campaign 
to help take the fear out of 
using a life-saving defibrilla¬ 
tor.

High water, 
higher ideas 
on flooding

come the report on the terrible 
flooding of 2013 and 2014, 
that hit so many people in 
South East Essex, but as a 
concerned neighbour of those 
affected, a resident still paying 
off £10,000 debt from repair 
work and Green Party candi¬ 
date for Rayleigh and 
Wickford, I am at best dis¬ 
mayed and on behalf of resi¬ 
dents still living with the dam¬ 
age across south east Essex. 

Before the last local election 
Martin Terry chased around 
after us, promising the world. 
He now stays in bed instead of 
turning up to meet with con¬ 
cerned and worried residents. 

The report is said to state 
that many factors were 
involved with the flooding. 
That is true, but one rather 
misleading factor that was 
stated, was that of high tides. 

There is never an issue with 
high tides except when the 
drains are not maintained for 
several years which is what 
caused a backlog of silt enter¬ 
ing the drain through broken 
valves at the sea end of the 
storm drain. 

At high tide these are sup¬ 
posed to close, but due to zero 
maintenance one was lodged 
open and the other shut. That 
coupled with pipes which were 
not able to cope with the 
capacity of water on a normal 
day with no rain, just burst 


open in the storms. 

Martin Terry is using this 
new grant as if it going to help 
those that were effected. Since 
Anglian Water has expressly 
insisted that its drains are fit 
for purpose, then there should 
surely be no need for further 
grants to be paid out from tax¬ 
payers’ money to help resi¬ 
dents resist further flooding. 

The grant doesn’t cover dam¬ 
age already done to our prop¬ 
erties. What it highlights fur¬ 
ther is how hand in hand our 
councillors are with big corpo¬ 
rate business and unwilling to 
help residents in real times of 
need, unless there is a photo 
opportunity a few weeks prior 
to an election, councillors 
beware!

Qa What is the 
key to having a 
good relationship 
with your agent? 

A. Estate agency is 
essentially a people 
business - and as 
such, having a good 
relationship between 
client and agent is 
pretty crucial. 

Nevertheless... starting 
off on the right foot can 
often be difficult. Take a 
not-uncommon 
example: a seller has 
found the ‘perfect 
property’ to buy, and 
wants to sell in a hurry. 

Unfortunately, their 
dream home is right at the top end of their 
budget - and so they need £X from the sale 
of their existing property, when a realistic 
selling price is actually £X minus £50,000. 
Still, the agent wants the property on their 
books, so they agree to take it on. Not a 
good start! 

The point I’m making here is that there is a 
whole world of difference between wants 
and needs. Yes, there have been times 
when the property market was so crazy 
that people could move house every few 
months if they wanted to. But ultimately, 
that’s not good for anyone. 

Far better if people move house when they 
actually need to. That way, they put their 
existing property on the market at more or 


less the right asking 
price, agree a sale - and 
then cut their buying 
cloth accordingly. With 
such sales, fall-throughs 
tend to be rare, because 
the seller is genuinely 
committed to moving 
house, rather than just 
being on the market “to 
see what happens.” As a 
result, conversations 
between client and agent 
tend to be positive ones 
about how best to make 
the sale happen. 

Of course, once a sale 
has been agreed, 
effective communication 
between agent and 
solicitor also comes into 
play. Good agents, for 
example, don’t waste the solicitor’s time 
with spurious calls and insufficient 
information - but they do communicate! 
Over the years, one of my biggest bugbears 
has been the agent further along the sales 
chain telling me “not to worry, it’s all going 
fine” - when in fact they don’t have a clue 
what is going on, because they don’t 
communicate meaningfully with any of the 
parties involved. All too often, sales can 
founder due to this kind of lack of 
transparency in chains. 

So, all in all, the keys to having a good 
relationship with your agent (and vice versa) 
are trust and communication. Get that right 
from Day 1 and there’s every likelihood of a 
successful (and relatively stress-free) 
outcome.

Landlord Question 

Is PAT testins a lesal requirement for landlords? 

Think Property Answer 

Portable Appliance Tests or PATs are an electrical check carried out on ‘movable' 
items such as kettles, microwaves, hoovers, table lamps, toasters and coffee 
machines and many electricians will tell you they must be carried out before tenants 
move into a property. 

Lesally speakins this is not true. There is no law that says PAT checks must be carried 
out, somethins the sovernment recently clarified. 

What the law does state is that all electrical equipment within a rental property must 
be safe to use and that it’s the landlord’s responsibility to ensure this before tenants 
move in and, equally, durins the tenancy too. 

Most experts, includins those from the Electrical Safety Council, recommend 
landlords make a visual inspection of all the electrical appliances provided within 
each rented property so check cables aren’t worn or that plugs are damaged. It is 
also recommended that any new items feature the ‘CE’ kite mark which is the 
manufacturer’s claim that it meets all European safety legislation. 

Whether you then decide to get all the items PAT checked is a matter of choice not 
law. But most experts agree that, if landlords want peace of mind, then the £50-£100 
it will cost to get a qualified electrician in to complete PAT checks is worth it. 

A visual examination is the most important factor, but if an item were to short and 
then catch fire then being able to prove that it had been PAT checked recently (every 
two years for smaller items and four years for larger ones) would help matters. 

More importantly PAT checks may flag up potential problems before tenants move in 
but don’t rely on them alone - they should not be completed instead of a visual 
check but rather as a back up.

AN INVENTIVE new production of The 
Elephant Man, the true story of terribly 
deformed Londoner John Merrick awaits 
audiences at Queen’s Theatre, 
Hornchurch. 

Bernard Pomerance’s Tony award-win¬ 
ning play has been adapted by the the¬ 
atre’s critically-acclaimed associate 
director Simon Jessop, to work on dif¬ 
ferent levels, combining poetry, music 
and film with drama. 

It is performed by the theatre’s own 
award-winning company, cut to the 
chase . . .with “100 per cent commit¬ 
ment”, according to Simon. 

There are only seven members in the 
cast taking more than one role each - as 
Pomerance wrote it, Simon explained. 

This production relies on the psycho¬ 
logical impact of Merrick’s terrible defor¬ 
mities rather than his physical appear¬ 
ance. 

“The author made clear there was to 
be no hideous make-up or prosthetics 
used, the illusion relies on the audi¬ 
ence’s imagination, kindled by the char¬ 
acters on stage,” said Simon, who has 
several outstanding productions at the 
theatre under his belt including the 
Great Gatsby and Deadly Murder. 

“We splice some film into the play, 
which I think is exciting and hopefully 
appeals to younger audiences too. I am 
a fan of mixing cinematography into 
stage performance.” 

“When Merrick dies, we flash back over 
the key points of his life in a film mon¬ 
tage, which is very dramatic,” he added. 

“We also show some shots of the 
actual John Merrick during a lecture at 
the London Hospital.” 


The play is underscored by music writ¬ 
ten specially by Steven Markwick, and 
performed live on stage by the actors. It 
is like background music in a film. 

The play portrays the inspirational true 
story of the famous 19th century 
Londoner John Merrick - young, intelli¬ 
gent but famously known as The 
Elephant Man because of his terrible 
physical deformities. 

Despite his intelligence and gentle¬ 
ness, Merrick’s shocking appearance 
means he is shunned by the community 
and forced to scrape a living as a side¬ 
show freak attraction - until even this 
cruel industry leaves him abandoned 
and helpless. 

Then one day he is taken in by the cel¬ 
ebrated doctor Frederick Treves and 
admitted to the prestigious London 
Hospital, Whitechapel. 

Merrick’s confidence blossoms with 
Treves’ kindness and care, and he is 
eventually introduced to Victorian soci¬ 
ety. 

He slowly evolves from an object of pity 
to an urbane, witty favourite of the aris¬ 
tocracy and literati - but does Merrick 
achieve his ultimate dream? Can people 
see beyond his monstrous facade and 
get to know the person within? 

It is a compelling account of one 
man’s heroic battle for dignity, accep¬ 
tance and friendship. 

As a scene setter for the production, 
atmospheric promotional shots of Tony 
Cormish - who plays John Merrick - in 
Victorian dress, were taken at various 
sites in Brentwood’s Warley Hospital a 
former psychiatric institution, built n the 
1850s - now redeveloped as a residen¬ 
tial area.

T he death of a cher¬ 
ished pet propels a 
retired hitman to the 
brink of murderous insanity 
in Chad Stahelski’s blood- 
soaked action thriller. 

Laced with macabre 
humour and punctuated by 
balletic fight sequences, 
John Wick embraces come¬ 
dy and tragedy as its 
eponymous hero exacts 
eye-watering revenge for the 
slaying of a beloved beagle. 

Keanu Reeves delivers one 
of his most compelling per¬ 
formances since The Matrix 
Triiogy in the title role, not 
that Derek Kolstad's script 
asks a great deal of him. 

The actor’s restricted 
repertoire of facial expres¬ 
sions fits perfectly with his 
assassin's grit and determi¬ 
nation despite overwhelming 
odds, and Reeves is well- 
equipped for the physical 
demands of breathless 
hand-to-hand combat and 
running gun battles. 

A shootout in a club is par¬ 
ticularly thrilling and screen¬ 
writer Kolstad repeatedly 
stokes the myth of his pro¬ 
tagonist, like when one crime 
syndicate boss whispers, “I 
once saw him kill three men

in a bar with a pencil”. 

Hit man John Wick 
(Reeves) holsters his 
weapons for good to marry 
his wife Helen (Bridget 
Moynahan). 

Shortly after terminal ill¬ 
ness upends the fairy tale, 
John receives a present 
from his wife: an adorable 
beagle puppy called Daisy 
and a note which reads, “I 
have found my peace, now 
find yours”. 

The assassin comes to 
terms with his loss through 
his bond with the animal. 

One night, Russian play¬ 
boy losef Tarasov (Alfie 
Allen) and his underlings 
(Omer Barnea, Toby 
Leonard Moore) break into 
John’s home, beat him to a 
pulp and kill Daisy. 

This act of senseless bru¬ 
tality fuels John’s lust for 
revenge and he hunts down 
losef, ignoring the fact that 
his target is the son of pow¬ 
erful mob boss Viggo 
Tarasov (Michael Nyqvist). 

John dismisses Viggo’s 
pleas for leniency so the 
kingpin puts a $2million 
bounty on the hitman’s 
head, piquing the interest of 
rival killers Marcus (Willem 
Dafoe) and Ms Perkins 
(Adrianne Palicki). 


Meanwhile, John takes up 
lodgings at a hotel called the 
Continental, which caters for 
assassins and won’t allow 
murder on its premises. 

“You dip so much as a 
pinky back into this pond, 
you might find something 
reaches out and drags you 
back in,” warns hotel owner 
Winston (Ian McShane). 

John Wick recognises its 
strength and plays to them 
with wry humour, including 
an eye-catching turn from 
Lance Reddick as the 
Continental hotel's obliging 
concierge, who doesn't bat 
an eye at blood spatter on 
his clientele. 

The beagle puppy couldn’t 
be cuter and we’re com¬ 
pletely behind Reeves’ grief- 
stricken owner as he razes 
entire establishments in 
honour of his fallen four¬ 
legged friend. 

Director Stahelski, who is 
a stunt co-ordinator by 
trade, is understandably 
more comfortable with flying 
fists than zinging dialogue. 

However, he sustains dra¬ 
matic momentum well and 
builds all of the wanton 
slaughter to a suitable grand 
resolution.

S EE everything from a Green 
Goddess to an 1898 Holden - 
one of the first motorbikes 
ever produoed - at Whitewebbs 
Museum of Transport. 

The museum, housed in a 
Viotorian pumping station and sur¬ 
rounding buildings in Whitewebbs 
Lane, Enfield, is paoked with every¬ 
thing from oars and motorbikes, to 
bioyoles and even a model railway. 

It is owned and operated by the 
Enfield and Distriot Veteran Vehiole 
Trust, a registered oharity whioh 
bought the near-dereliot pumping 
station in 1986. They transformed 
the building, whioh used to be 
home to two steam engines and 
boilers that pumped millions of litres 
of water from the well below the 
building, by installing several floors 
and stairoases. 

Today the pumping station, whioh 
was built in 1898 and is believed to 
have fallen into disuse soon after the 
end of the Seoond World War, is 
now paoked with vintage vehioles 
as well as toys from yester year over 
its four floors. 

Its ground floor houses olassio 
vehioles from a Rolls Royoe to an 
Austin 7 van, while the first floor is 
dedioated to a motorbike oolleotion, 
ineluding post war British bikes and 
that rare 1898 Holden. 


The next level features pedal bioy¬ 
oles, toys and a moek-up of a bike 
shop, while the top floor, whioh is 
still home to the pump house’s origi¬ 
nal engine room erane, also houses 
a vast oolleotion of model vehioles 
as well as old oameras, typewriters 
and Seoond World War exhibits. 

Outside in the museum’s yard you 
will find the vehiole hall and fire sta¬ 
tion whioh house some of the ool- 
leotion’s larger vehioles ineluding its 
Green Goddess fire engine, several 
Morris Commereials from the 
1930s, a Belsize fire applianoe dat¬ 
ing from 1912 and a horse-drawn, 
steam driven Shand Mason pump 
from 1896. 

There’s also an auto jumble shop, 
where you ean find parts for a range 
of olassio ears and motorbikes, an 
exhibition diplaying everything from 
days gone by, workshop bays 
where the museum's volunteers 
oarry out maintenanoe on their vehi¬ 
oles, and a stationary engine room 
whioh houses a large Crossley 
engine that is fired up on speeial 
event days. 

If you have ohildren in tow then 



don’t forget to visit the model raiway 
display, housed in a 1961 railway 
oarriage, and make the most of the 
museum’s large outside pionio area. 
Alternatively, grab a bite to eat in the 
oafe on the first floor of the pumping 
station, where you oan purohase 
snaoks or drinks and ohat to the 
museum’s volunteeers. 

Up-and-ooming events at the 
museum, whioh is open every 


Tuesday between 10am and 4pm 
and most last Sundays of eaoh 
month, inolude an open day and 
Ford Day on April 26; an open day 
on May 31; a olassio bike show and 
jumble on June 28; open day with a 
visit from The Wheelie Happy Family 
Classio Car Crew on July 26; a 
model railway exhibition on 
September 26; an open day featur¬ 
ing Lone Star toys and Dinl^ toys 


on September 27; an antique and 
oolleotors’ fair on Ootober 18 
(museum olosed); open days on 
Ootober 25 and November 29; and 
a Christmas/New Year autojumble 
on January 3, 2016.

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Ford’s singing the RS blues

FORD hot hatch the Focus RS 
makes its debut appearance in the 
US next week when it will display a 
new signature colour called Nitrous 
Blue at the New York International 
Auto Show. 

This is the first ever Ford RS vehi¬ 
cle to be sold in America and will be 
offered in markets all over the world, 
including the UK where deliveries will 
start early next year. 

One of 12 new performance vehi¬ 
cles the company will bring to cus¬ 
tomers globally by 2020 in a new era 
of Ford performance, the Focus RS 
features a specially engineered 2.3- 
litre EcoBoost engine and all-wheel 
drive. 

Ford says the system, with 
Dynamic Torque Vectoring, will deliv¬ 
er a new level of handling capability 
and driver enjoyment, while the 
engine is similar to the four-cylinder 
unit in the new Mustang. 

This engine has, however, been 
significantly upgraded through a 
package of design changes to deliv¬ 
er a projected output in excess of 
320PS. 


It is also the first Ford RS equipped 
with selectable Drive Modes - 
including an industry-first Drift Mode 
that allows controlled oversteer drifts 
- and Launch Control. 

Style-wise the Focus looks both 
more muscular and powerful and will 
be up for grabs in a choice of 
colours including the new Nitrous 
Blue, along with Shadow Black, 
Magnetic Grey and Frozen White. 

Developed by a small team of Ford 
performance engineers in Europe 
and the US, the car is the third gen¬ 
eration of Focus RS models, follow¬ 
ing versions launched in 2002 and 
2009. 

Ford vice-president for global prod¬ 
uct development Raj Nair said: 
“Customers have begged for the 
Focus RS to come to the United 
States for years. And now we can 
say that they are getting one of the 
most innovative, powerful and best¬ 
looking RS cars ever. That is special. 

“The RS line has a proud history of 
technical breakthroughs. 

“It’s a great example of our passion 
for innovation through performance, 
and creating vehicles that make peo¬ 
ple’s hearts pound.”
